We visited Madison \calerday, and found 


both branches of the legislature engaged 
in perfecting the war bills. The senate has 
passed a bill to raise five regiments of men 
for the war, and if the general government 
•bonld call for the whole of them, then two 
more regiments are to be recruited, put in- 
to camp and drilled, at the expense of the 
state, to be ready for any other call made 
by the United States authorities. 
There 


were a large'namber of amendments to the 
original bill, so much so that when it reach- 
ed the assembly that body ordered it printed 
over again for their own use. It will come 
before the latter body to-day, for its final 
action. 


In the assembly, yesterday, the loan bill 


was the subject of discussion, and occupied 
the afternoon, till six o'clock. It received 
numerous amendments, and when finally 
ordered to Be engrossed had few of the fea- 
tures of the bill as originally reported. In- 
stead of requiring gold and silver for the. 
bonds sold, which will not exceed a mil- 
lion of dollars in the whole, it prescribes 
that bills of banks of this state, secured by 
the stocks of Wisconsin and the United 
States, may be received. No stock of this 
kind, once pledged for the security of bills 
can he withdrawn and others substituted 
for- them. Upon a direct vote the friends 
of the principle of receiving nothing but 
specie for the bonds came within one vote 
of carrying it. There is a strong and 
growing feeling in the legislature in oppo- 
sition to shin plasters of all kinds, and 
there were several good speeches on that 
side of the .question both in the assembly 
and the senate. 
The Secretary of State is 


included with the Governor and State Trea- 
surer in the board for the disposal of the 
bonds, and no formal bids are made neces- 
sary by the bill, as it now stands. It will, 
probably, ba passed this forenoon and sent 
to the senate, where it will most likely be 
emended in various particulars. 
There is 


a disposition to limit the price of the bonds 
to par, and others have an idea that a cir- 
culating medium can be made by issuing 
them iu small amounts, payable at a short 
time, and receivable for state dues. How 
much mistaken these theorists are, can on- 
ly be certainly known by a trial of it. Oth- 
ers are in favor of converting the whole 
school fund into state securit'es, as fast as 
possible, and abolishing the system of loan- 
ing it upon real estate securities. They 
contend with some reason that the present 
method of investing the school fund results 
in great losses, and gives opportunities for 
favoritism and political chicanery. 


It is probable that a law will be passed 


giving volunteers who have families a cer- 
tain specific sum per month out of the state 
treasury, instead of investing towns and 
cities with authority to tax themselves for 
this object. 
The former would be the 


cheapest and most direct way of doing this 
act of justice, and would have the merits 
of uniformity and putting the burden upon 
the whole state, instead of those portions 
which- furnish the most volunteers. , 
-^We spent a short time, at Camp Randall, 
which, is at the state fair grounds. 
We 


found. Capt. Ely's company comfortably 
quartered. 
They have had, however, a 


dreary time amid the rain and mud during 
the last ten days. The old sheds, with 
their curled up and shrunken^ roof boards, 
leaked badly, notwithstanding the attempt 
to stop tire" cracks with mortar. The use 
of lime and sand to mend a roof is a new 
idea, but will never be patented by the in- 
ventor, as it is liable to the 'objection, of 
dissolving and-running down into the eyes 
and months of the sleepers below. 
The 


governor gave orders' to supply the boys 
with shingle, nails and hammers, and they 
have just completed good roofs for their 
quarters, which should have been done at 
first. They are rather proud of their ex- 
ploit in carpentry, and show a good job 
which shields them from the storms, and 
makes thorn quite comfortable. 
Our vol- 


unteers are second to none in the regiment 
in any respect. They have just filled up 
their ranks to 101, and when they get their 
arms, and have had a short time for drill 
with them, will not fear a comparison with 
any in the west. 


Capt. Hamilton, of Fond du Lac, who 


graduated at West Point, and has seen ser- 
vice, will probably be apppinted Colonel of 
the 3d regiment, and T. H. Ruger of this city 
Lieatanant Colonel. Mr. Ruger is also a 
graduate from West Point, and served for 
sometime as a lieutenant in the army.— 
Tnesi; are first rate appointments, and will 
make the third the most desirablein the state.

WHY- THE 
SOBTH REBELS.;—George 


Wilkes, the editor of the Spirit of the Times, 
writes to the New York Tribune»as follows: 


Southern people misunderstand ns, and. 


in fact despise us, in so ..vital a particular 
that we are not fit to live together until, 
both are forced to a mutual respect. They 
actually look upon us iu regard to courage 
as little better than so many Chinamen or. 
Sepoys, and the secret of this whole rebel- 
lion is, not any new endangerment of-sla- 
very, but the revolt of a set of barons, who 
for thirty years have encouraged themselves 
to believe they are of a superior race, and 
fe.ncied they had hit upon a proper period 
to withdraw and prove it. 
Though essen- 


tially aristocratical in all -their sentiments 
and institutions, they had maintained an 
alliance with the democratic party, because 
they had certain commercial principles in 
common, but they promptly sacrificed that 
party as soon as their mistaken pride had 
culminated, and left it captive in the hands, 
of the republicans. It was some time be- 
fore the democracy could understand the 
philosophy of this action by its aristocratic 
ally; but the depth of the desertion broke 
upon it in the acknowledgments of such 
men as Yan'cey, Keitt and lihett, while the 
recently-developed predictions of statesmen 
like Calhoun enabled it to realize the. uses 
to which it had been-put. The result is 
that the indignant democratic party now 
stands foremost in this war, and seeks a 
fresh ascendency by new devotion to the 
nr.tion. It will not be hasty to form new 
alliances with a party wliich acknowledges 
that all its tendencies are aristocratical, and 
whose main maxim, as uttered by one of 
its leading .statesmen, is, that "all labor is 
dangerous."

ST. Louis, Maj 21. 


FOKWABD MARCH!—The concentration 


of larcje masses of.troops at Fort Monroe, 
it is alleged, is for a purpose of re-captur- 
ing the Gosport government navyyard, and 
driving the insurgents out of Norfolk. It 
is also hinted that a strong column will push 
its way up the James river to Richmond, at 
the same time that the main, army crosses 
the Potomac and takes up its line of march 
for the rebel capital. It is reported tbat 
this army will consist of 5,000 regulars and 
25,000 volunteers,—a force v.-hich the trait- 
ors have not the means to resist. About 
the titne these operations commence a di- 
vision of Pennsylvania and Ohio troops are 
to march from Chamberaburg.upon Harper's 
Ferry and dislodge the tories there posted, 
who are said to be poorly equipped, and 
short of provisions. 


The troops of .Illinois, Indiana, Iowa, 


Wisconsin, Minnesota and several regiments 
from Ohio, it is expected will march on 
Memphis, following both the river and rail- 
road routes. 
The batteries along the river 


will be taken-or silenced, and the railway 
repaired, where the bridges are destroyed or 
the rails removed. Once cleared of seces- 
sionists both avenuesof communication can 
easily be kept open by the loyal forces. 


Memphis is more healthy than Cairo. It 


is situated on a high bluff'; the soil is dry, 
and the air pure ; the mosquitoes are much 
smaller than their brethren on the low wet 
grounds about Cairo. 
Memphis is a far 


healthier place for the army to spend . the 
hot and sickly season than where a portion 
of it is now encamped, at Camp Detiance. 
It is furthermore the key point of the south- 
west held by the rebels. 
Should it fall into 


the hands of the soldiers of the republic, 
the insurgfints would be terribly weakened. 
Its loss to them would be a fatal blow, as it 
would reader, the capture of New Orleans 
certain, and place the whole line of the 
Mississippi in the possession of the patriots.' 


If the order to advance on Memphis be 


given simultaneously with that for the 
march on Richmond, a splendid aud ex- 
citing rivalry will spring up between the 
troops of the northwest and the soldiers of 
the east, which will first reach their destina- 
tion. The 4th of July should and can be 
celebrated by tho two patriotic armies in 
Richmond and Memphis. 
Tbe fall and 


winter campaign will then close the war and 
crush the serpent's head.— Chicago 'tribune.

Tlie Military Bill. 


The following is a synopsis.of the .bill re- 


ported in tlie senate from the joint commit- 
tee of thirteen, providing "a military force 
for immediate service to aid in protecting 
and defending the constitution and the Un- 
ion :" 
, . - 
. ,. 


Section .one provides for raising and or- 


ganizing a force, not to exceed six regi- 
ments of infantry, inclusive of the three al- 
ready called into :the .service of the state. 
A proviso authorizes the governor, in case 
these six regiments.are called into the ser- 
vice of the United States, in his discretion, 
to raise two additional regiments as a re- 
serve force, subject to b'e be mustered into 
the^service of the United States. 


.Section two authorizes the governor to 


accept and muster into the service, volun- 
teers to the required number, subject, upon 
the order of the commander-in-chief, to be 
used, first, in case of actual hostility against 
the state, or to be transferred to. the mili- 
tary service of the general government. 


Section three requires the regiments to 


be organized conformable to the regulations 
adopted for the United !States army, and 
uniformed according to the directions of 
the governor. 


Section four permits minors to be mus- 


tered into the regiment, upon the consent 
of their parents or guardians, or, having no 
parent or guardian, on the written consent 
of a justice'of the peace in the town where 
such minor or minors reside. 
The term of 


service shall be three years, but the govern- 
or may disband one or all of such regi- 
ments, at his discretion. 


Section five provides for the inspection 


of volunteers, and that they shall receive 
the same pay as persons of the same rank 
in the United States service. 
. 
Section six authorizes the governor to 


put such troops in a course of drill by regi- 
ments when ha deems it expedient, and pro- 
vides they shall be carried to and from any 
regimental rendezvous ordered by tbe com- 
mander-in-chief. 


Section seven provides an oath of allegi- 


ance to tbe United States and to the state, 
to be administered to the volunteers. 


Section eight requires the paymaster gen- 


eral to.give sui-ities to be approved by tbe 
governor and state treasurer, in such sum 
as the governor-may direct. 


Section nino provides for the monthly 


payment of the troops. 


Section ten relates to the same subject, 


and requires the paymaster to account to 
tbe secretary of state monthly, with vouch- 
ers for all moneys received and disbursed, 
which account are to be laid before the 
next legislature. 


Section eleven provides for a chaplain 


for each regiment,-with the rank and pay 
of captain. He is appointed by the colo- 
nel and field officers of the regiment. 


Section twelve provides for courts mar- 


tial for all offences prescribed by the laws 
of the United States. 


Section thirteen requires the quarter mas- 


ter general and regimental quarter master 
to give bonds, ns the governor shall direct. 


Section fourteen empowers the governor 


to establish one or more recruiting offices, 
for the enlistment of men to supply any 
deficiency that may occur in the regiments 
of the state. 


Section fifteen empowers the governor, 


through the proper military department, to 
purchase and distribute all necessary milita- 
ry stores, which shall be properly account- 
ed for to the state. 


Section sixteen authorizes the governor 


to make such compensation to the several 
officers of the general staff actually called 
into service, as shall in his opinion be just 
and equitable. 


Section seventeen authorizes the govern- 


or to fix and designate the relative rank of 
the field officers of the regiments called in- 
to actual service, and provides when vacan- 
cies occur, they shall be filled by the officer 
next in rank, until the governor shall ap- 
point. 


Section eighteeen appronriates a sum 


out of the "war" fund to meet all warrants 
drawn in conformity with the foregoing 
provisions. 


WISCOXSIN NEWS THROUGH SOUTHERN 


CHANNELS.—The Memphis Appeal gives 
the following reliable news from Wiscon- 
sin : 


From a private letter received from Wis- 


consin by a gentleman in this city, it ap- 
pears that the war feeling is now raging 
with the greatest acrimony against the 
south and her sympathizers. Twenty regi- 
ments were forming for the purpose of con 
centrating at Cairo, and (rumor said) to 
proceed thence down the Mississippi river 
to attack Memphis, Vicks/burg, Natchez 
and other southern cities. 


In Juneau county, where Mr. J. W. Haw- 


kins, of Memphis, the author of the "Min- 
ute Men's. Ballad,1' owns about three hun- 
dred acres of land, his property has been 
confiscated and disposed of for the purpose 
of arming and equipping a company of sol- 
diery. 


It is also stated that many mechanics, 


formerly residents of this city, have enlist- 
ed in these companies. The letter adds : 
" You have but a faint idea of the feeling 
here. 
A southern man, if caught, would be 


hung forthwith, and just so with a northern 
man -with southern principles." 


ABOUT GEIV. BUTLER.—A writer for the 


New Orleans Picayune ventilates his ire 
upon Gen. Butler and the Massachusetts 
troops, as follows :—

" All the Massachusetts troops now in 


Washington are negroes, with the excep- 
tion of two or three drummer boys.

Butler,, in command, is a native of Liberia. 
Our readers may recollect Old Ben, the 
barber, who kept a small shop in Poydcas 
street, and emigrated to Liberia with a 
small competence. General Butler is his 
son." 


_ A young lady of Boston, whose father had 


given her twenty dollars for the purchase of 
a silk dress, hearing that some of the troops 
were in want of clothing, immediately 
changed her purchase to a ninepenny calico, 
and sent the balance of the money, eighteen 
dollars, to Gov.

of Dominicia to Spain is to be upon the 
popular sovereignty^system, after the style 
which has operated so nicely with Louis 
Napoleon. The Correspoudaneia of Mad- 
rid assures the public that "the cabinet of 
Madrid will not consent to the reincorpora- 
tion of the Dominicians until it shall know- 
it to be the unanimous wish of the country."
